The date of its origin is generally 
reckoned at the remote period of sever- 
al thousand years. Its precise date is 
a matter of fact, which no one can posi- 
tively know; but that it existed in an 
carly period of the world no one can 
doubt, who has taken pains to aequaint 
himself with the Institution, ‘That it 
then existed as a practical Institution 
with a particular reference to the art ot 
building, is equally free from doubt. 
Ata later period, but probably previous 
to the Christian era, it assumed more of 
its present form, as a moral Institution, 
teaching not the mechanical arts, but 
the moral virtues, converting the vari- 
ous implements of building into moral 
lessons, which in that rude and unletter- 
ed age, were impressed on the mind, in 
the most forcible manner, by symbolical 
representations and apt allusions, Cir- 
cumstances lead me to believe that dif- 
ferent degrees were introduced at differ- 
cent periods, to correct particular vices 
that prevailed in those periods, or to 
|promote the practice of particular vir- 
tues. 
| ‘Those that are called ancient Mason- 
ey were probably introduced long betore 
ithe Christian era, as they recognise 
only the scriputres of the Old Testa-

‘The feelings with which the news of 
the immolation of this first victim, was 
received at the Mother House, it would 
Le difficult to express; she was loved, 
she was cherished as a sister, but could 
her fate be regretted ? They cannot be 
better pictured than in the words ofthe 
Ha«ncrable Mayor of the city of Balti- 
more in the letter he wrote to the com- 
munity on the eceasion. ‘* To behold, 
says he, life thus immolated,in so sacred 
a cause, preduces rather a sensation of 
awe than of sorrew, a sentiment of re- 
signaticn to the Almighty fiat, rather 
than a useless regret at the afflicting 
event.” 

The next victim was Sister Mary 
George, the daughter of Jacob Smith, a 
awcalthy farmer in Adams county, 
Pennsylvania. She dedicated herself 
at an early age tothe service of her 
neighbers, and was soon called to re- 
ceive the crown which her devoted 
charity deserved. She died in Balti- 
more, of the epidemic, in the 19th year 
of her age.
